i. Pont et al. (US Patent # 6,014,170) discloses a thumbnail which is not a square 

size. 

ii. Burnard et al. (US Patent # 5,613,122) teaches in figures 20-22 illustrate examples 
of locale gallery views for the three rightmost locales in the archive shown in FIG. 19. In these 
figures, the squares 2000 display thumbnails, i.e. reduced size renditions, of menus, dialogs, etc. 
However Burnard does not teach a thumbnail being displayed in an enlarged size at a size greater 
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than the uniform size. Finally there would be no motivation to combine it with Parulski and 
Ochi.
